Accompanyiog these 
leuters are also several written to a 
Mr. Jackson, whom she employs. as 
frier«\ offMr. Giro, to exert his influence to 
indwoe the latter to “come forward and save 
a woman he had compromised from the 
consequunces of what she terms ‘a thought- 
less but great imprudence.’”’ 

This eve.ring’s Star publishes an interview 
with Mrs Christiancy, in which she admits 
the authe .ticity of the letters, but explains 
them as follows: Giro was in love 
with her, and had _ repeatedly asked 
her personally and by letter to get a 
divorce from her husband and marry him 
(Giro.) She had steadfastly refused, where- 
upen Giro at last became violent and threat- 
ened that if she didn’t promise to marr 
him . vould ruin her | | 
saying that she (Mrs. Christiancy) was 
the wonm. who had once _ visited 
his rom at the St. James hovel inthis city.

On the first of February the recent circu- 
lar of the railroad commission which re- 
duces railroad fare from four to three cents 
per mile will go into effect. There has been 
no action of the commission which has 
caused such a sensation, and it has pressed 
the opponents.of that authority to a point 
where they will fully test its power 

The interviews recently published with 
ex-Governor Smith and Major Caarpbell 
Wallace, gave a good showing for the action 
of the commission, while the views of lead- 
ing railroad men have presented the other 
side of the case. Yesterday a reporter of 
Tue Constirution met Major Wallace, and 
drawing him gently aside, s_id: 

“I would like to talk a while with you.” 
“What about?” 

“Well, regarding the railroads and the 
three-cent fare for passengers. How is the 
circular accepted by the officials?” 

“By some very well, others quietly, and a 
few growling. The greatest complaint 
} comes from th »omisston on the part of thé’ 
commission to fix a rate for fares to be col- 
lected by conductors higher than the rate 
tor tickets.”’ : 

“Why do the railroad officials complain 
of this?” 

Major Wallace—‘‘They say they have no 
check on conductors. Too muc money 
goes into their hands, and so on.”’ 

‘Do you propose to make any change to 
remedy that matter?’ 

Major Wallace—“I can not say what the 
commission may do. For myself aod with 
my views of the real and great evils grow 
ing out of passengers boarding trains with- 
out tickets, I am opposed to the commission

M. Blanqui, the Socialist Agitator, 
Expires at the Age of 75.

itator, died last night at the age of 75. He 
was born in Nice in 1805. In 1830 he took 
/uparms against Charles X., and received

He was re 59, but in 1862 was 
again sent to prison for four years. He after- 
ward became a violent agitator in favor of 
the Red republic, and in 1874, during the 
period of the Paris commuue, be once more 
became a prisoner of state.
